A  truck  and 
several  volunteers  will  be  roaming 
the  neighborhood  Saturday  after¬ 
noon,  May  6th,  and  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing,  May  7th,  to  pick  up  the  bags 
and  deposit  them  at  the  lower  end 
of  the  College  Street  island.  A 
garbage  disposal  service  has  been 
arranged  to  remove  the  debris. 

As  in  the  past,  this  disposal  service  is 
available  ONLY  to  residents  of  SMP 


and  limited  to  materials  such  as 
grass,  weeds  and  light  hedge  trim¬ 
mings.  Please — NO  shrubs,  tree 
limbs,  branches  or  garbage. 

If  you  and  your  neighbors  live  on  a 
street  with  a  grass  island  such  as 
College,  Justin  or  Benton,  please 
help  the  maintenance  crew  by 
removing  weeds  from  the  curb 
around  the  island.  Let’s  all  pitch  in 
to  make  this  the  best  Spring  Clean¬ 
up  for  Mothers  Day.
